hq,s filed a claim of water right for a stockpond constructed prior to January 1, 1969, andhas
applied to the State Water Resources Control Board for euidence of su,ch water right.

It appears fron euidence prouided by the claimant and, fron such other inforrnation as has
been obtq.ined by the Board tlwt tlw stockpond. described, h.erein had a capacity of 8,5
acre-feet on Janwry 1, 1975; thnt the stochpond was constructed in 1960
that the stochpond is used primarily for stockwatering prrposes; and that the stochpond was
rnt inuolued in water rights litigation between priuate parties prior to Janunry 1, L974.

It therefore appeqxs q,nd the State Water Resources Control Board. certifi,es that the aboue-
named clq.im.ant has compli,ed with th,e statute and has a water right within the meaning of
Water Code Section 1226.1, with a priority of 1960 , to collect and. hold in storage
8,5 acre-feet of water for stochwatering, irrcluding domestic and recreationnl use which
is incidental to stockwatering use, at the following location:

The water right described herein is subject to other stackpond.water .rights on which certificates
haue been issued by th.e Board with an earlier priority, to appropriatiue water rights with an
emlier priority.initiated prior to December L9, L914, to water right permits or licenses issued
prior to January L, 1975, and. to riparian rights.
